Subject: — Special facilities for Indians returning from/residing abroad. 

No. 70-ITC{PN)/72. —Attention is invited to paragraph 122 of Section 1 of the 
Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book-Vol.I) for April ‘72—March '73 regard¬ 
ing special facilities in the matter of import of machinery and raw materials 
available to Indians returning from/residing abroad as reproduced in Annexure 
I to this Public Notice. 

2. It has been decided that these facilities will also be available to the Indians 
who have already returned from abroad subject to the conditions and procedure 
as contained in the aforesaid paragraph of the Red Book, 
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3. Applications for import licences in terms of the aforesaid provision should 
be made, in duplicate, to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi (Special Cell). Forms of the application would be available 
at the office of the C.C.I.&E. as well as that of the Indian Investment Centre, 
“Jeevan Vihar' 1 , Parliament Street, New Delhi—1 or in the Branch office of the 
Indian Investment Centre abroad. The intending importers can also approach 
the Indian Investment Centre for any guidance in regard to the procedure to be 
followed in applying for import licences. The Indian Investment Centre have

5. In respect of items, the import of which is canalised through State Trading 
Agencies (Annexure III), only release orders and not import licences, will be 
issued on the canalising agencies concerned in terms of the import policy. 

«. The applications for licences for import of machinery have to be made in 
prescribed form 'E‘ (Annexure IV) and for import of raw materials and compo¬ 
nents in form ‘B’ (Annexure V) to this Public Notice. If the information 
required in respect of any particular column of the application is not available 
or is not applicable, the words "Not available” or "Not applicable”, as the case 
may be, should be written against that column. In this connection, the attention 
of the applicants is invited to the “Notes” at the end of the application forma 
annexed to this Public Notice. 


ANNEXURE I 


Special Facilities fdr Indians Returning Form/Residing Abroad: — 

Provisions Contained in the I.T.C. Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for April 1972— 

March 1973. 

(1) Applications for imports of machinery and raw materials will be consi¬ 
dered on a liberal basis from industrial units in the small scale sector to be set 
up by Indian nationals from abroad, in such cases:— 

(a) Machinery upto a c.l.f. value of Rs. 5 lakhs may be allowed to be 

imported provided it is purchased within the applicant's foreign 
exchange earnings abroad and he furnishes a proper account of his 
holdings to the Reserve Bank of India, 

(b) The machinery to be imported is required for setting up a small scale 

unit in which the applicant has a substantial financial interest of not 
less than 51 pier cent. 

<c) Requests for permission to sell the imported machinery will not be 
entertained for a period of five years. 

id) Permissible raw materials and components for meeting the require¬ 
ments of one year subject to maximum of Rs. one lakh may also be 
allowed to be imported, purchased out of the applicant’s foreign 
exchange earnings abroad. 
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(2) The facilities mentioned above will also be subject to the following: — 

(i) In the case of Indian nationals returning from abroad neither the foreign 

exchange earnings brought-in in the form of plant and machinery, 
raw materials/components nor the profits thereon would' he repat¬ 
riated. 

(ii) In the ee.se of persons of Indian origin residing abroad: — 

(a) Conditions applicable to investments in companies engaged in indus¬ 

trial activity would apply to these cases also, if he forms a limited, 
company; 

(b) Neither the capita] nor the profits would be repatriated abroad. 

(c) So long as the investor does not take Indian citizenship all amounts 

due to him would be credited to his non-resident blocked account 
in India. 

(d) The address of the Head Office and the Branches, if any, of his busi¬ 

ness or any change thereof would be communicated to the Exchange 
Control Department of the Reseave Bank of India from time to time. 

(e) The method and procedure of maintaining accounts and the Audit 

thereof would be subject to the same restrictions as are applicable 
to the accounts of limited companies. 

(3) Applications for import of machinery should be made in form *E’ appear¬ 
ing in Appendix 3 to the I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1072-73 to 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi suppor¬ 
ted by the following documents: — 

(i) Evidence of payment of application fees at the prescribed rate (the 

fee payable is rupee one for every one thousand or part thereof 
subject to a minimum of Rs. 50/- and a maximum of Rs. 5000/-). 
It abould be deposited under the Head "XXXII Miscellaneous Social 
and Developmental Organisation, Import and Export Trade Control 
Organisation, Import licence application fees”, in cash at any Govern¬ 
ment Treasury in India or office of the State Bank of India or 
Reserve Bank of India, or it may be deposited with the Indian 
Mission abroad. 

(ii) A copy of the application in the prescribed from to the Reserve Bank 

of India for permission to retain foreign Currency balance, and 
evidence of grant of the requisite permission by the Reserve Bank 
of India. 

(ill) A declaration that the small scale units proposed to be set up in 
India will be duly registered with the Director of Industries of the 
State in which the unit is set np and that the Registration Certificate 
will be produced to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi, at least within one year from the date of the import 
applications. (Import application in Form T? need not be supported 
by recommendation of the sponsoring authority at this stage). 

( 4 ) In the case of raw materials/components, the import will be allowed only 
in respect of items required by the unit and permissible to actual users in terms 
of the policy in force. Application for import of raw materials/components 
should be made in Form *B’ appearing in Appendix 3 to the I.T.C. Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure 1972-73 supported by evidence of payment of Ra. 50/- 
towards application fee. The application for raw materials/components should 
be made along with the apnlication for import of machinery and should be sup¬ 
ported by evidence referred to in sub-para 3(ii) and 3 (iii) above, 

(5) Customs clearance permits will be issued to the eligible persons to enable 
the applicants to import machinery/raw materials components. The Customs 
Clearance Permits will be subject to the conditions that the payments in respect 
of the goods can be made out of the applicant’s foreign exchange earnings abroad 
and no remittance in any form shall be made from India. The C.C.P. shall be 
subject to the following further conditions:— 

(i) The machinery imported shall be used by the applicant in the industrial 
unit proposed to be set up and for the purpose for which the import 
is allowed. 
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(ii) The sale of the machinery by the unit to any other person shall be 
made only with the prior written permission of the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi and that requests for such per¬ 
mission shall not be entertained for a period of five years from the- 
date of import of the machinery.
